were marshalled in Kentucky , 
Ohio and West Virginia. Four 
persons were reported drowned 
in swollen tributaries in that 
area.

Terming it a “flash 
flood’’ earlier, Meteorologist W. 
C. Devereaux said his forecast of 
a 5 5 to 5 8 foot crest would be 
revised higher should rainfall 
become general throughout the 
area.

New York, April 17 (£ >)—A 
deadlocked committee of four 
miners and four operators re­ 
turned today to its task of nego­ 
tiating a new contract for the 
Appalachian soft coal * industry 
after May or LaGuardia appealed 
for White House intervention. 
LaGuardia, who himself had 
tried unsuccessfuly to end the 
stalemate, asked P r e s i d e nt 
Roosevelt y esterday to use his 
“good offices” to obtain an agree­ 
m ent and end the threat of a na­ 
tion-wide shortage. 
His telegram said th at the sit­ 
uation was creating a serious 
emergency in New York City and 
that soon “every city in the east” 
would be in a similar position. 
More than 330,000 miners in 
eight states have been idle since 
March 31, when the old two-y ear 
contract ex pired.

Just as the western world sup­ 
ported Mr. Roosevelt in his ap­ 
peal to Adolf Hitler during the 
Munich crisis last fall, 16 Latin 
American Republics and Canada 
ex pressed commendation during 
the week end of his new plea 
against European aggression. 
Officials here were hopeful 
that similar statements would be 
forthcoming 
from 
Guatemala, 
Haiti, Honduras and Paraguay to 
make 
the American 
reaction 
unanimous. 
The American countries heard 
from by Sunday night were 
Canada, Argentina, Bolivia, Bra­ 
zil, Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecua­ 
dor, Salvador, Mex ico, Nicaragua, 
Panama, Peru, Uruguay , and 
Venezuela. 
Ty pical of the comment was 
the statem ent of the Argentine 
president, R. M. Artiz, th at his

RUSSIA, TURKEY MAY

Berlin, April 17 
(JP}—Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler today summoned 
the Reichstag for April 2 8 to de­ 
liver his reply to the peace ap­ 
peal of President Roosevelt. 
It was officially announced 
th at Hitler considered the Presi­ 
dent’s message “so im portant 
th at he has decided to make his 
answer known before the Reich­ 
stag.” 
While newspapers attacked the 
appeal and indications were giv­ 
en of a negative answer, a com­ 
muniq ue said: “The American 
President Roosevelt in a telegram 
has ex pressed the wish th at the 
Fuehrer make known his answer 
to the American President in the 
name of the German people be­ 
fore the Reichstag. 
“He has therefore summoned 
the Reichstag for April 2 8 to 
take cognizance of his declara­ 
tion.”

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UNCONTAMINATED NEWSBOYS 
The children’s bu reau of the labor department 
—the department headed by Fannie Perkins — 
has ru led that the child labor prov ision of the 
wages and hou rs regimentation act applies to 
newsboy s u nder 16 only in cases where they get 
newspapers in plants where they are printed. 
If the boy stands on the sidewalk ou tside the 
den of iniqu ity in which the jou rnal he sells is 
produ ced and whistles for his copies, that, pre­ 
su mably , is all right. 
The object, of cou rse, is to prev ent the con­ 
tamination of newsboy s resu lting from their 
entering newspaper shops. Newspapers, it shou ld 
be ex plained, hav e been terribly stu bborn in re­ 
sisting being taken into the New Deal ax is. Only 
occasionally does one of them print something 
that Frank Roosev elt can describe as “honest,” 
and then the Great Man is so su rprised he al­ 
most falls ou t of bed. 
Then, too, newspapers print colu mns, and 
Roosev elt’s man Goebbels, Harold the Ick, doesn’t 
like this. He sees no harm in newspapers print­ 
ing colu mns like the New Deal colu mn of Alleh 
and Pearson, or colu mns like that produ ced by 
a man trading u nder the alias of Jay Franklin, 
which only a few papers print, howev er. This 
latter colu mn is v ery original, and consists of 
the word “ja!” repeated abou t a thou sand times 
daily . 
So it will readily be seen that pending the 
time when all newspapers print the word “ja!” 
instead of the u nregimented assortments of 
words which now comprise the av erage jou rnal, 
it is better not to let newsboy s hav e access to 


the news shops. They might dev elop old-fashion­ 
ed ideas not at all in keeping with the New World 
and become Benjamin Franklins instead of Har­ 
ry Hopkinses. 


BARTER IS BAD 
The conflict of principle between the recip­ 
rocal tariff trading policy and the scheme to 
barter su rplu s American cotton* for ru bber, tin 
and other commodities is painfu lly ev ident. 
This cou ntry consistently has clu ng to the 
theory that totalitarian barter trade is best 
combatted by working to restore health and 
v igor to the remainder of the world market. To 
let ou rselv es be pu shed by the su ccesses of barter 
trade into aping its methods wou ld be dis­ 
astrou s, we knew, to ou rselv es and to the rest 
of the capitalistic world. It wou ld mean pro­ 
gressiv e restriction and ev entu al disappearance 
of the world free market. Thu s we hav e argu ed 
and acted against trade barriers of all sorts on 
the one hand arid su bsidies and like artificial 
trade stimu lants on the other. 
The scheme annou nced at Washington is, let 
u s realize, the indistingu ishable in many respects 
from the kind of barter trade we hav e deplored 
as bad for the world and for u s. 
The importance, of emphasizing this charac­ 
teristic of the plan is ev ident. It mu st not be 
permitted to become a precedent for more bar­ 
tering that wou ld encroach on the field of priv ate 
trade. 
Intelligent opinion in this cou ntry mu st de­ 
plore ev ery su ch departu re from the attitu de 
that makes restoration of the world free mar­ 
ket a cardinal* American policy .

Washington — One of ou r con­ 
stitu ents has taken u s to task 
for commenting that in 1898 the 
British appeared a bit more 
friendly to u s than the Germans 
du ring ou r little affair with the 
Spanish, and we mu st defend 
ou rselv es with all the books in 
reach. 
At this point we admit that we 
are a strictly impartial sou rce 
in this matter, as in 1898 we 
were not born. We cited the in­ 
stance of affairs in 1898 ju st to 
show that this cou ntry ’s disposi­ 
tion to dislike Germany was 
long time dev eloping, with peaks 
of dislike rising abou t ev ery 20 
y ears. 
The instance we had in mind 
in the Spanish war occu rred in 
Manila Bay , where Admiral Dew­ 
ey , then a mere commodore, had 
ju st mopped u p on the Spanish 
fleet and was getting ready du r­ 
ing a steamy Au gu st to make 
demonstration against Manila so 
the Spaniards cou ld su rrender 
as they planned, withou t too 
mu ch bloodshed. 
All du ring the three months 
after Dewey destroy ed the Span­ 
ish fleet he had trou ble with the 
German fleet. Inv estigators since 
hav e inclined to believ e Dewey 
was a bit ov er-diligent in lay ing 
down ru les for German v essels 
to follow. Nev ertheless the Ger­ 
man squ adron sent to Manila 
after Dewey ’s v ictory Aid appear 
to be u nnecessarily large. More­ 
ov er, the ex perts say , it was su s­ 
pected, and later prov ed, tha 
Germany was seeking more Pa­ 
cific nav al bases. 


No Appeasement Here 
Dewey at one time became so 
worked u p that he told a y ou ng 
German officer that if Germany 
wanted war she probably wou ld 


Flenty Of Co al 
Bu t ou r constitu ent say s that 
the British refu sed to su pply 
Dewey with coal while he was in 
Hong Kong harbor waiting for 
the U. S. to declare war on Spain 
so he cou ld mov e on Manila. 
An au thoritativ e history u sed 
as a Nav y Department reference 
say s: 
“He (Dewey ) pu rchased right 
at hand (in Hong Kong) two 
ships of considerable size—the 
Zafiro 
and 
Nanshan—loaded 
them with coal and prov isions, 
and also filled the bu nkers of all 
his other v essels with coal.” 
It is tru e that when war was 
declared England, as a neu tral, 
abided strictly by international 
law and ordered Dewey to de­ 
part within 24 hou rs. Dewey 
knew that wou ld happen and 
ru shed his preparations accord­ 
ingly . 
Dewey notes in his au tobiogra­ 
phy , “A friendly predilection 
among the British in ou r fav or,” 
at the time he sailed from Hong 
Kong. 
As to the Manila affair, it de­ 
v eloped afterward that the Ger­ 
mans were not so u nfriendly as 
Dewey believ ed, bu t pu blic opin­ 
ion was more influ enced by the 
incidents than the later disclos­ 
u res.
